There has been an increase of 372 to the jist of new sontvibuiting 


- shurches, and the entire receipts for the year, including the amount 
received and expended on the field, have been $121, 521.06, against 


$102,789.59 last year. The year was commenced with a debt of 
$539.92 against the Board, and though the work has been greatly 
enlarged, the contributions from the churches have enabled the Board 
to make all the payments promptly, with a balance in the Treasury of 
$3,703.75. There. have been. expended for missions during the year 
$90,016.11, against $83,267.18, an increase .of $6,748.93. The num- 
ber of Sabbath School and Missionary Societies contributing last. year 
was 167,this year 218, an increase of

Amidst our encourage- 
ments, however, the Board, during the past year, has been called to 
mourn the'logs of its Vice President, Rev. Sam’t J. Wi1son, D. D., who 
diéd on the 17th of last August. Dr. Wilson, as was characteristic of 
him in the performance of all the duties laid upon him, was one of the - 
most regular.and faithful attendants on the meetings of the Board, 


and in his death we feel that we have Jost a wise counselor, an earnest 
worker, and a true friend to the cause of Missions for Freedmen.

MISSIONARIES. 


These are preachers, catechists, and teachers; and in the work un- 
der care of the Board the present year—including assistants in schools 
—the number is as follows: 


Ordained ministers, of whom 78 are colored,.....6......0.02-eeeee- 91 95 
. females, of whom S36 are 59 


Most of these ministers have large fields to care for, including, in 
some cases, four, six, and seven churches. The catechists are very 
useful assistant missionaries, and have done a: large amount of valuable 
church and Sabbath school work. ‘The teachers are commissioned, 
not as mere educators, but as Christian missionaries. 

_As a rule, the Board employs as teachers only members of the 
Presbyterian Church; and, in general, they seem to realize that their 
- mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 
praise, Scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction constant accom- 
to the daily: routine of school exercises.

ENLARGEMENT OF THE WORK. 


Thirteen new missions have been opened, and eleven new churches 
organized during the year. Six of the new missions are in the Indian 


‘Territory, among the Freedmen once owned as slaves by the Indians; 
. five in the Choctaw, and one in the Creek nation. This is an entirely 


new field, and heretofore unoccupied, but it is one of peculiar promise. 
The Freedmen in the Territory are, in some regards, in a better con- 
dition than those in many parts of the South, having, as members of | 
the nation to which they belong, the privilege of cultivating as much 
land as they choose, and need find no difficulty in supporting themselves 
and their families. They manifest, also, a willingness to aid in the 


“support of churches and schools, of which they have been sadly desti- 


tute heretofore. Inall their applications for schools, they have offered 


-to build: the school home if we would send them the teachers. Those 


in the Creek nation, to whom the Board has sent two lady missionaries, 


have built:a school house; and also'a house for the missionaries. From 
these indications we have good reason to expect that these missions 
swill become self-sustaining ina very few years. Two young men have 
been sent to: Biddle University, and five girls to Scotia Seminary from | 

our missions in the Territory, to be educated as teachers for their people.

_ We have new work also at Baxter Springs, Kansas, among some 
1200 Freedmen, who came from the South and. have settled at this 
point. This mission was opened some few years ago, by Miss Julia A. | 
Wilson, an earnest Christian woman, who has devoted her life to the 
work of elevating the Freedmen. In October last the mission “was 
turned over to our Board, and Miss Wilson, and Miss Johnston her 
_ assistant, taken under its care. We have here a good sized double 
_ house with three lots of ground. The house, however, is not entirely 
finished, but we hope to enlarge and finish it during the year. Into 
this house Miss Wilson has taken twenty-four little girls, mostly orphans, 
- who live with her and are constantly under her control. The care and 
teaching of these girls in books and house-work is only a part of her — 
work. She does constant and laborious missionary work among the 
families of the Freedmen. She has a large Sabbath school in the 
morning, and a Bible meeting for adults in the afternoon, together with 
_ @ week-night school for adults, and a semi-weekly sewing school for 
women. 

In addition to he new missions and churches above referred to, the 
Board has greatly enlarged the work at Scotia Female Seminary and 
Biddle University. 

An Industrial Department has been added to Scotia, in which the 
girls are taught to cut and make dresses, to mend, darn, and to do all 
kinds of plain sewing. Two Christian ladies, who are professional 
dress-makers, have been placed over this department, their support 
_ being assured from the Slater fund through Rev. Dr. Haygood. 

_ At Biddle University a new and substantial College building has 
been erected and furnished at a cost of $40,000, and which we are gldd 
to say has been paid for, and was dedicated on the 30th of last month. © 
_ A description of the building will be found in another part of this 
report. In addition to the new college building, a Boarding Department, 
on the idea of a Christian home, has been established for the accommo- 
‘dation of students from abroad. The building used for this purpose is — 
the old college edifice, which has been thoroughly renovated and en- 
larged, and newly furnished throughout, at a cost of about $10,000. It 
- contains rooms for 70 students, and ample dining room, laundry and 
_ kitchen accommodations for 150. In furnishing this department, the 

_ Board feels indebted to a number of generous friends, Sabbath schools, 
churches, and. especially to many earnest Christian women. The 
dining room was furnished entire by the Presbyterians of the Synod 
of Iowa. The building has received the name of “ Logan Hatt,” in 
honor of Rev. Sam’l C. Logan, D. D., the first Secretary of the Board, 

-under whose administration the University was founded. We have 
- , now at Biddle University a property in: eet dt and grounds to the 
value of at least $70,000. 
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-"Phis enlargement of the work, undertaken at the suggestion of 


: the last Assembly, has of course greatly increased ‘the liabilities and 


_fesponsibilities of the Board, and we must look to the churches to sus- 
‘ein’ us on and still farther enlargement for the present 


NEEDS OF THEJBOARD. 
> Ist. .The =" of the Board, though considerably enlarged, is still 


confined to really only four of the Southern states, with a few missions in 


four others. The great states of Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, Arkansas, 
‘Louisiana and Missouri, with a colored population of 2,460,381, have 
‘not been touched yet. Many urgent and touching appeals are made to 


cus from these states, not only by the colored people, but by brethren of 


the Southern Church, who express a cordial willingness to co-operate 
with us in the work. In the Indian Territory there are five small 


‘churches, remnants of organizations which existed before the war, that | 


‘are reaching out their hands to us and asking for preachers and teach- 


ers. For years they have been served by an old, pious, but uneducated © 


colored man, with preaching now and then from white brethren. The 


states above mentioned, and this part of the Indian Territory should be 
occupied at once. There are devoted men and women who are ready | 


-and anxious to got to these fields, but the Board aad not the means to 
send them. 
The harvest is ripe and plenteous, and the Leni’ S reapers are ready 


to enter the field and gather it, if the churches are ready to send them. 


Should the Board determine to occupy only the most promising and 
needy of the fields now open to us and begging for church and school 
privileges, the sources of income for the present year must be largely 
increased. 


2d. ‘The Board additional fonds for bailding ahd. 


school houses. . The Board of Church Erection has generously helped us 
im this direction as far as it could; but its rules require those applying 


-for aid_to raise two-thirds of the amount necessary to build a chapel, and 


this the Freedmen, in most cases, are too poor to do; so that aid from 
this quarter is practically beyond their reach. Our colored brethren 
therefore are continually making application to our Board for aid direct- 
ly from us, or to allow them to appeal to our churches in the North. To 


_the former we are compelled to say no, for we have not the funds; and to 


the latter we cannot consent, for, in that case, we should soon have the 


churches flooded with appeals from them, and pastors would complain, 
as some have.already done, when we have permitted special needy cases 
‘to be brought before them. The consequence is that these poor breth- 
Fem are ‘practically shut out from the avenues of help, and their work 
seriously hindered for ‘want of houses for chureh: and school purposes. - 
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They are ready and willing to help themselves, as they have done in many ~ 
_ cases, but in their deep poverty they are not able unaided to put up the 
necessary buildings. One of our young colored missionaries writes, that 
he had not been able to study and visit as much as he wished this winter, 
for, said he, “ we must have'a house of worship, and to encourage my peo- 
_ ple I have taken my ax and gone with them into the woods every day 
and cut down the trees and hewed timber for the building.” Another, 
after donating more than half of his small salary towards the building, 
had himself gone to work and Jathed and shingled it with his own 
- hands. They do not ask that we build their chapels and school houses, 
only to help them to doit. And this we must do, for they are an imper- 
ative necessity to the successful prosecution of the work. Some of the 
most important points which ae have occupied are at this time suffering 
most seriously from the want of suitable buildings. In many localities 
_ @ very neat chapel, which could be used for church and school purposes, 
-. ean be built for $800. We have heard of thousands being given by 
Presbyterians to build and endow schools of art and philosophy ; may 
we not ask at least for hundreds to erect chapels and school houses 
where simple religion and morality may be taught to those who are 
perishing for. the lack of them? Many of our larger Presbyteries 
could do a most important work for the blessed Lord and his lowly 
- poor, if, in addition to their regular contributions to the Board, each 
of them would build a chapel for the Negroes in the South, where the 
preaching of the Word woultl be continually shedding its gracious 

influence on the race, and leading them from darkness into light. 
3d. In prosecuting this great work, we need the prayers, sympathy, 
and hearty co-operation of ministers, churches, Sabbath schools, and 
especially of the Christian women of our Church. There are over a 
million of the Freedmen’s children out of school to-day, who are left to 
grow up in ignorance and vice; and three millions of Freedwomen, 
who of all the women in our land especially needs womanly sympathy 
and help, and yet for whom there is seldom, if ever, a prayer offered in 
- any concert of prayer or woman’s missionary meeting. Our ministers 
and teachers, also, both white and colored, who, in self-denial and sac- 
rifice, have gone forth into this great harvest field, would feel greatly 
strengthened and encouraged, if assured that they are remembered in 
* the prayers of their brothers and sisters at home.

_ THE INSTITUTION. 


The University’ is at Charlotte, N. C., i“ receives its name 


‘in memory of the late Major Henry J. Biddle, of Philadelphia, whose 
-widow, Mrs. Mary D. Biddle, has been’ one of the first and most liberal 


supporters. ‘It is chartered by the Legislature of the State, and under 


the auspices of the Presbyterian Board of Missions for Freedmen.

care. These schools.and churches must be furnished. with. intelligent 


‘Christian teachers, who must be largely educated on the field and in 


contact with the people among whom they are to labor. Such a train- 
ing is less.expensive than if had elsewhere ; it gives the student the 
best opportunities for a liberal education, and affords him the refining 


- influence of a Christian home, keeping him at the same time in contact 
and sympathy with

UNIV ERSITY BUILDINGS. 


These comprise the homes of the Presidefft and of the. three Senior 
Professors, a large boarding home, and the new University building. 
This structure, just completed at a cost of $40,000, is 98 x 67 feet, 
three stories high, with an annex for chapel 66x45 feet. The whole.is of 
substantial brick /of pleasing appearance, furnishing twelve recitation 
rooms, each 34 x 24 feet, two society halls, an audience chamber capa-: 
ble of seating 600, and roomy and well ventilated halls, with a an abund-. 
ance of light throughout. a 

The funds for the erection of this building was a 
of the Faculty, under the auspices of the Freedmen’s Board of Missions. 


It will no doubt be gratifying to the friends who have so generously 


contributed to its erection, to know that it has been dedicated ree of 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


For a time after its organization a regular Classical Course was not 


- attempted; but now, besides a Preparatory English Course of two 


grades, Higher and Lower, and an English Normal Department cover-: 
ing a four years’ course, it has also a Classical Department requiring 
the same time, and a Theological Department ee a three years 

course. 
Of the 187 students reported for the past year, 124 are iseelinnors of 
religion, 54 studying for the Gospel ministry, and 14 serve. as cate- 
chists ; 79 have taught part of the year, enrolling over 5,287 pupils;. 
and 52 of these, while teaching, have schools; 
enrolling over 2,600. | 


BOARDIN G DEPARTMENT. 


A Boarding House, modeled on the idea of a Christian home, has 
been established for the accommodation of students from abroad. | 
This is under the care of Prof. Geo. L. White and his efficient wife, 
assisted by the three Junior Professors. Students are acct to board | 

in the Department, unless excused by the Faculty, = 

The building used for this purpose is the old college cilities, which 
has been thoroughly renovated and enlarged, and’ is newly furnished 
throughout. It contains rooms for 70 students, and aniple dining room, 
laundry and kitchen accommodations for 150. This building receives 
its name, “Locan Haut,” in honor of Rev. 8. C. Logan, D. D., the 


first Secretary-of the Board of Missions for Freedmen. 


‘The other two old Dormitory buildings will be refitted and refur- 
nished during the summer vacation. When this is. done, mere: 


accommodations will be provided for 150 boarders. 
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WANTS OF THE INSTITUTION. 


Ist. “Permanent Endo@ment. Funds for the adequate support of 
“ the! Professors, is an imperative necessity.” Five thousand dollars have 


been secured for the endowment of the President’s chair. 


.2d-" We shall be compelled during the present year to make certain 
improvements. It will: be necessary to purchase twenty-five acres or 
more of land, in addition to the present campus, in order to’ prevent 
encroachment upon our premises. The two old dormitories, to which 
reference has been made, must be repaired and refurnished. We are 
also desirous of organizing a Labor Department, where the young men — 
may be taught the elements of: industry and the use of tools. In the 
accomplishment of these and other necessary improvements, $10,000 


could be judiciously expended. 


3d. Scholarships. The establishment of $100 Scholarships to enshile 


needy and promising students in the higher departments to pursue their 
studies, continuously, through the College Year. In addition to this, 
a few hundred dollars to be placed in the hands of the Faculty, to be 


used at its discretion, 1 in pring needy and worthy students, is a great : 


desideratum. 
Ath. Donations of Clothing, for distribution among needy students, 


are earnestly solicited. _ 
5th... Useful Books for the library are much. needed. Works of 


reference, biography, history and science are particularly desired. A. 


Library Fund is much needed, that there may be purchases made 
from time to time of new and valuable books. For a “working” 
library, such a fund in the hands of the Librarians is an imperative 


want.

1st,—Scholarshipe at $45 each, and partial salbahechill The de- 
mand for these is constantly increasing with the increase of the number 
of pupils. Asa rule, orphans and pupils from large families must be — 
aided or an education must be denied to some of the most promising 
and enterprising of their race. Tuition is free, and $45 will furnish 
boarding, fuel, and light for one pupil for the entire term (year) of 
eight months. “ Patrons,’’ says the superintendent, “have been a 
double blessing to their wards by their correspondence. Some of the 
most promising girls have been thus led to the Saviour.’ 2d.— Cloth- 
ing.— Boxes of good second-hand wearing apparel are always in de- 
‘mand, to be worn as sent, or cut and fitted by the pupils themselves. 
Also remnants of calico, muslin, and flannel, &c., for the Sewing De- 
partment. 3d.—Endowment.—This institution should be permanently 
endowed. At present it has but $1,500 for this purpose. Would not 
the completion, furnishing, and endowing of this institution—estab- 
lished for the special purpose of lifting the daughters of this lowly 
people ty their proper place and influence among their own race, by, 
means of a good Christian education—be an appropriate undertaking 
for the ladies of our Church, to be. apcomplished both by individual 
gifts and organized effort?

_ This school reports 350 pu pils enrolled, 84 professors of religion, 25. 
studying for the Gospel ministry, and over 100 fitting themselves for 
in this country and in Africa. 

It is strictly a religious school, and pupils : are trained to religious 
activity and Christian work. There are five weekly prayer meetings— | 
a general prayer meeting, and one for young men, one for young 
ladies, one for boys and one for girls, and they all learn to 
pray with scarcely an exception before they leave the school. 3 

The great need is scholarships of from twenty to fifty dollars, which 
commends itself to the benevolence of those who believe in the rapidly 
opening possibilities of the Negro in Africa. 

Winnsboro’ is a growing village of nearly 2,000 inhabitants, and all — 
the buildings erected during the year have been built by colored me- 
chanics educated at this school. All the mechanical trades are repre- 
sented here, and agriculture receives its due attention. The anden 
are educated towards, and not from these vocations.
